© Creating a remix cube 

- "SET" mode 
What Is a remix cube? 

A remix cube is a combination of a song, photos and a remix template, which you can select and then save. 
The remix cube is displayed as a cube icon attached with the name of the selected song, photos and template. 

What Is a remix template? 

A remix template adds cinematic effects, such as motion (panning, crossfade, etc.) and creative 
superimposition to a series of images. Each template has a name such as "geometric," that represents the 
visual effect. 



Preset remix templates in your m:robe 

Various templates are available to use on your m:robe. Some of them are shown in the list below. 



Tips 

• There is a limitation on the number of photos you can use for a remix cube. This number differs depending on the template. 

• Animation applied to a remix template may appear differently depending on your computer environment. 

• Depending on the template, its appearance may differ on your m:robe and the computer, in order to make it suitable for 
playback on m:robe.

Normally, the settings of the printing paper 
follow these settings. If you want to print with other settings, follow the procedure "Changing the paper 
settings" (C8P page 92). Refer to the instruction manual of your printer, or contact the manufacturer for 
details on the standard settings.
